Mr, Crothers ex+ 
prossed the view that a food oontrol- 
ler would not be able to do much to 
bring about a reduction in the price 
ot food commodities. 

He was criticized by George Kyte 
and other Libera! members, who stat- 
ed that the minister had become the 
apologist for those responsible for the 
present high cost of living.

HEAVY LOSSES 
LENS FIGHTING 


Canadians OCompelled To Retire 
After Succession of Attacks— 
Concentrated Artillery Fire. 


(Canadian Associated Press.) 

LONDON, June 6.—Information 
concerning the recent fighting in the 
Lens !s given in a despatch to the 
Daily News from its correspondent at 
the front. He telegraphed: 

Against Bavarians 

“On our side were the Canadians. 
Their opponents were again the Bava- 
rians—the 66th Bavarian division. 

“The affair began with an attack 
by the Canadians late Saturday night 
on a front of about 2,000 yards along 
the south side of the Souchez river, t> 
the west and southwest of Avion. I: 
was a beautiful moonlit night. The 
Canadian attack, which was delivered 
with great smartness, was in its firs 
stages extremely successful. By dawn 
we were in possession not only of th: 
enemy trenches aimed at, but of stronr 
fortified positions at what used to be 
the electric light works, about 500 
yards south of the river and a the so- 
called “browery” on the Lens-Arras 
raod, 700 yards farther east. When 
however, as has happened more than 
once in this battle, having won the po- 
sit'ons, we found them impossible to 
retain, tad 

Great Number Guns 

“The Germans have a great number 
of guns concentrated In practically in 
accessible positions east of Lens 
against the fire of which our me. 
were without protection. After 4 
heavy bombardment with these guns 
the enemy counter attacked. The 
first attacks were beaten off, the Can- 
adlans fighting very stoutly against 
overwhelming odds, But attacks fol- 
lowed in succession during the course 
of the day, before which, combined 
with the enemy’s heavy artillery fire 
our men were compelled to gradually 
fall back again. 

Tocal Affair 

“Though we gained no ground and 
it was strictly a local affair, it served 
the most important end of inflicting 9 
heavier loss on the enemy than we suf- 
fered,” 


HIGH POWERED 
WIRELESS FOR 
HUN SPY PLANS 


Plot Unearthed -— Plant Taken 
Piecemeal To Mexico—Sent 
News of Destroyers.

(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

NEW YORK, June 4.—Evidence 
that two complete high powered wire- 
less installations, assembled here from 
various sources, were shipped piece- 
meal to Mexico, supposedly for use of 
a German spy system in this country, 
was unearthed today in connection 
with the arrest of three men on 
charges of conspiring to send mail 
containing military information sur- 
reptitiously from the United States to 
Germany through members of Norwe 
gian ship crews. 

It was intimated by the United 
States commissioner before whom the 
alleged plotters were arraigned that 
it was through their instrumentality 
that advance news of the impending 
arrival in England of the American 
destroyer fleot wes sent to Germany 
before it ever became generally known 
in this country that it had sailed. 
Several hundred letters have been 
seized, written in English, German 
and Spanish, and some apparently in 
code. 

The prisoners are Harry F. Perissi 
and Irving Bonaparte, noth said to be 
American born, employed by a Ger- 
man electrical company here, and 
Axel E, Melchar, saia to be a natural- 
ized citizen from Sweden, They are 
charged with conspiring to induce 
members of the crews of two Spanish 
steamers chartered to carry regular 
Untted States mails to take letters 
and packages from this country des- 
ned for Germany, in violation of the 
law prohibiting competition with the 
United States mail. When the three 
were arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Hitchcock, bail was 
fixed at $25,000 for Perissi, and Bona- 
parte, and $20,000 for Melchar.

BOY KILLED AND 
NUMBERS HURT 
BY GAS BURST 


Terrific Explosion Wrecks Salva- 
tion Army Barracks at Paris, 
Ont.—Other Damage.

PARIS, Ont, June 4.—A 10-year- 
old boy was instantly killed, Lieut 
Hill, a woman Salvationist, was prob- 
ably fatally hurt, and several others 
were more or less seriously injured 
when ,at 8:30 o'clock, the Salvation 
Army barracks was totally wrecked 
by a terrific natural gas explosion. 

The dead boy was the son of James 
Etherington, of Paris. 

Buildinsg adjacent to the barracks 
were badly dumaged. 

The cause of the explosion has not 
yet been learned, 

The most seriously burned and oth- 
erwise injured were Mrs, Charles 
Knight and her daughter and baby;

F. J. Dixon, M.P.P., Carries Scars 
and Bruises Result of 
Encounter, 


WINNIPEG, M. P., June 4.-—-I*, J. 
Dixon, M. P. P., carries several scars 
on his face and a number of brulses on 
his body as the result of the mobbing 
he received from soldiers at the Grand 
Theatre Monday. One of the soldiers 
he fought with is also badly bruised, 
as several heavy blows were exchang- 
ed before the police interfered. 

Charlie Manning, one of the anti- 
conscriptionists attacked, was knocked 
flown and it is feared that he Is suf- 
fering from internal injuries. The 
mob also turned on an old soldier 
who tried to make peace, but he was 
not seriously injured. 

“If the authorities permit the sup- 
pression ‘of free speech, and if sol- 
ders refuse to allow us to hold meet- 
ings, we will have no. alternative but 
the adoption of the Russian system,” 
said Mr. Dixon today, speaking of the 
proposed action of the anti-conscrip- 
tionists. “Secret societies and secret 
propaganda were successful in Rus- 
sia, where fiee speecis was impossible 
under the old regime, and T have ne 
doubt they will prove successful here 
too, if we are compelled to resort to 
these methods.”

Conservative policy of no more rail- 
way building and no more guarantecs 
were endorsed, the Pacific & Great 
Eastern road would be put through 
from B, C. and the trade of that re- 
glon would be lost to Hdmonton and

Charges against the Liberal govern- 
ment, was the burden of the Conser- 
vative meeting in MeKay avenue 
school last night, held in support of 
the candidature of A, I’, Ewing, for 
West Edmonton, The whole atmos- 
phere was permeated with the word 
charges, and if the Conservative 
speakers wished their supporters to 
go away with the idea that the op- 
position spent its time in the house 
tilting at the government with allega- 
tions of graft they may have succeeded 
admirably. AS for tne measures 
passed by the government, they were 
practically ignored or else commented 
upon in the most cursory manner, 
with the statement that there were no 
issues arising from them to place be- 
fore the electors. On the other hand, 
Mayor Henry, the Liberal candidate 
for West Wdmonton, who was invit- 
ed to speak, contended that there were 
definite issues to place before the elec- 
tors. The government had passed cer- 
tain measures of progressive charac-

Ewing's Admission 

Mayor Henry emphasized the point 
that Mr. Ewing had stated in the 
house that the charges were not made 
against any member of the govern- 
ment, and this was admitted by Mr. 
Ewing in his remarks As for the 
allegations made by the opposition, 
that the J, D. MeArthur Co, had been 
overpaid on the BE, D, & B. C. railway 
construction, Mayor Henry said that 
the railway accounts were always 
open to their inspection, yet they had 
never been able to find anything on 
which to make a definite claim of 
mismanagement of the railway affairs 
of the province 


“Neither women's suffrage nor pro- 
hibition are issues in this campaign,” 
said Dr, Hl, Smith, the first speaker 
for the Conservatives, and he asserted 
that women's suffrage could not be an 
issue because every man in the pro- 
vincial house had voted for it, except 
the member for St. Albert. The 
speaker then went to to admit that a 
motion to give the Dominion fran- 
chise to women in the provinces where 
they had the provincial vote had been 
voted down in the Federal house, yet, 
he argued, the prime minister had ex- 
pressed himself as to the advisability 
of introducing women’s suffrage and 
of giving all the ladtes the vote. The 
speaker also admitted that Mr, Ewing 
had said that there was no direct 
charge against the arrorney general, 
The reason, said Dr, Smith, why Mr 
Cross was not mentioned, was because 
it was not thought to be necessary, 
The charges were made against the 
government of the day, Dr, Smith 
then went on to specify a charge, 
which was to the efrect that the sum 
of $5000 had been paid by one man 
to secure immunity from prosecution, 
The sum was paid to a man named 
Irwin, stated to be an agent of the 
attorney general, this man Irwin, 
however, now being dead, 


Mayor Heury Speaks 


Mayor Henry, who met with a very 
satisfactory reception, claimed that 
the first speaker had taken up @ lot 


things which he said 
were not real issues. He, Mayor Hen- 
ry, held that tney were, as for ine 
stance, Women's suffrage, because the 
opposition were trying to claim ecred- 
it for it. “They voted for it,” added 
the mayor, “because if they had not 
there would have been trouble at 
home." All the same, continued the 
mayor, as a body they were not in 
favor of it. Also, he believed that 
the women meant to show thelr ap- 
preciation of what had been done for 
them by exercising their vote. Deal- 
ing with other questions, he contended 
that the government.nad not been ex- 
travagant, that track had been kept 
of every dollar spent, and that also 
the money spent had been charged to 
its proper account, The publie ac 
counts committee which had carried 
out investigation of railway matters, 
had given the opposition full oppor- 
tunity for inquiry, yeu they could not 
find anything wrong.

Resolution From Edmonton 


VICTORIA, B. C., June 4.-—The an- 
nual session of the I. O, D, E, came to 
a close here yesterday with the pass- 
ing of a number of important resolu- 
tions, included among which waa one 
to discontinue the celebration of Paar- 
doburg day, that April 22nd which 
marks the anniversary of Canada's 
baptism of fire and blood at Lange-

“Whereas, Paardeburg day {8 a cel- 
ebration of victory over the Boers in 
South Africa, and whereas the Boers, 
like ourselyes, are now fighting for 
the empire in the present war; and 
whereas the organization to which we 
belong is named the Imperial Order 
of the Daughters of the Empire; be 
it resolved that we discontinue the 
celebration of Paardeburg day,” 

Edmonton's Representation ‘ 

The Beaver House Chapter, I. O, D, 
., Edmonton, feels that any cele- 
bration of Paardeburg this year would 
be a most ungracious and ungenerous 
act on our part. Considering the 
splendid way in which South Africa 
has rallied under the leadership of

“The Conservative lady canvassors 
called this afternoon,” was the remark 
made to an Hdmonton citizen the 
other evening on his arrival homo. 
“Well, what did they say?" he asked, 
Not being a strong politician the 
query was made more out of curlosity 
than anything else,

“They said that the Liberals 
taken away the vote from the #0l- 
diers.” was the answer. 


“Anything else?" asked the citizen. 
“No,” was the answer that he re- 
ceived. 

“Did they tell you how the vote had 
er taken away, or anything like 
that?" 

“All they sald was that the vote 
had been taken away from the sol+ 
diers and that the Germans were “be- 
ing given the vote.’ 


The above is a “worthy sample of 
how the game is being played by the 
Conservative canvasscrs. he tricki- 
ness of the dodge is apparent, and it 
requires no great stretch of the im- 
agination to hear these directions be- 
ing issued to the Conservative canvass- 
ers: Find out. all the svldiers’ wives 
and friends, and tell them tnat thelr 
husbands and brothers and sweet- 
hearts are being robbed of their vote, 
and that the Germans are getting 
them instead. Don't say much else, 
if they begin to question, put them 
off." Just imagine the effect such 4 
communication would make on the 
wife of a soldier! That her man, who 
has gone away, ready and wi'ling to 
make the greatest sacrilfce that a 
man can offer, should yet be robbed 
of his just rights when alive, is some 
thing sure to rouse her indignation to 
boiling pitch. It js one of the mean- 
est tricks that a party could attempt 
to play—the turning of the warm af- 
fections of wives and mothers and 
sweethearts into political capital, the 
playing on womens’ hearts for thei~ 
own emall ends. There ts somethine 
indescribably petty about the whole 
business, and the idea of thua tradine 
upon the women is particularly nau- 
seating to any fair-minded person. 


Now, what can be sald to these wor 
men canvassers? Tel' them their state- 
ments are false? Hardly. § the lan- 
guage to use to a lady, but there is 
an old adage that says that when peo- 
ple play with mud some if {t {s sure 
to stick to them. Unquestionably cor- 
rect, so that when people take up 
doubtful ways they have to be dealt 
with in rather more blunt fashion than 
would otherwise be the case. The sol-+ 
diers’ wives and sweethearts and mo- 
thers can be assured that thelr boys 
are not losing thelr votes, but on 
the contrary will be represented in 
the next provincial parliament better 
than they have ever been before, At 
this election the women are having th? 
provincial vote for the first time in 
the history of the province. Here, In 
one direction, the soldiers are obtains 
ing representation through thelr wo- 
men folk. Then, in addition, the Al- 
berta Liberal government passed a 
measure that gives the soldiers and 
nurses overseas two members, who 
can be soldiers, and whose work it will 
be td solely watch over the interes's 
of the soldiers, That is not all; eleven 
members of the last legislature who 
had enlisted for active service will be 
returned to the next parliament with- 
out oprosition, this being in accord- 
ance with the measure passed by the 
Liberal government at the last session. 
Now see what it all means! It means 
that instead of having their votes ta- 
ken away, as the Conservatives say, 
the soldiers will have thirteen mem- 
bers in the next legislature, whose 
business it will be to exclusively watcn 
over their interests. Besides, their 
women will have had the opportunity 
of voting. Js this taking away the 
vote? 

As for the alien vote, the provincia! 
government has nothing to do with 
the matter at all. The whole business 
at the present time rests with the Do- 
minion government ,and this govern 
mént, as most people know, is a Con- 
servative one. That should dispose of 
the alien yote insinuation.

The records 
show that on April 14, Cicotte, of the Chicago Americans ’ehut out 
the St, Louis Browns without a hit. On April 24 Mogridge of 
pe New York Americans performed a similar feat against the Boston 

Ox. 

Toney, of the Cincinnati Nationals added his name to the ist at 
the expense of the Chicago Cubs on May 2, and on Saturday; May 6, 
Bob Groom of the Browns, held the White Sox hitless for a full nine 
innings. In addition, Vaughn of the Chicago Nationals pitehed hit- 
less ball for nine innings against Cincinnati and Toney, on May 2, 
when the latter made his record, and it was not until the tenth 
period that Kopf broke the big Cub's twirler’s string with a single. 
Tho major league records for the last seventeen years show that the 
raed, number of no-hit games pitched in any one season was in 

908, when there were four in the American and two in the National 
league. In 1900, 1905 and 1916 four such feats were recorded. With 
practically four months of schedule play ahead, it would appear as 
though the 1917 corps of twirlers had an unusual opportunity to 
establish new figures in this direction, since three more no-hit games 
will surpass the total made in 1908.

For the information of the public it is deemed advisable to give the essential facts in the negotiations 
between the Department and the Plant Employees, a limited number of whom have quit work. 


The Telephone Companies both to the East and West have issued new regulation and wage schedules 
for the year 1917, which in substance provide for the same rate of wages as were granted the Alberta Govern- 


ment Telephone Employees in 1913. 


The Local Union No. 348 I.B.E.W., of Calgary, made a request for a conference to discuss a revision of 
our schedule, to which the following reply was given :

ALBERTA GOVERNMENT TELEPHONES--REGULATIONS AND WAGE SCHEDULE 


1. Eight hours shal! constitute a day on Exchange work, ordinary 
working hours 8 a.m. to 12 noon and 1 p.m, to 5 pm., but where require- 
ments of the service demand shift work, any cight consecutive hours 
(except one hour intermission for meal) shall constitute a day, and 
such shift hours will be those that the service requires to be filled con- 
stantly. An assignment to shift hours shall not be made for less than 
Fourteen calendar days where practicable. 


2. Eight bours shall constitute a day on Rural and Long Distance 
work, ordinary working hours 8 a.m. to 12 m. and 1:30 p.m, to 5:40 
p.m. 

3, All employees shall go to and from point of work on their own 
time. 

4, All monthly men who have worked continuously for one year 
shall reccive one week's vacation on full pay of the ordinary time in 
the second year, and two weeks after two years’ continuous service. 

5. Where car fare during working hours is deemed necessary by 
the Department same shall be furnished to employees affected ‘by this 
Schedule. Where transportation is considered necessary by the Com- 
pany beyond the 5e limit the Company will furnish same to the em- 
ployees affected by this Schedule. 

6. Overtime shall be computed on the basis of eight hours per day 
at the standard rate the employee is entitled to in Section 31. All 
overtime including Sundays and Holidays will be computed at the rate 
of time and one-half of standard rate of wages paid employees, 

7. Holidays will be as follows: New Year’s, Good Friday, Victoria 
Day, Dominion Day, Labor Day Thanksgiving Day and Christmas and 
such other days are are observed as General Holidays throughout the 
Province. (Bank holidays not included). 

8. Overtime will only be allowed employees in cases of emergency. 
Foreman or person in charge must make a written report of particulars 
and causes to the Plant Chief, who will advise Head Office. 

9, Overtime will not be allowed employees assigned to Section or 
District work, except in cases of extraordinary local or general disturb- 
ances caused by storms, fires or floods. 

10, Employees held waiting orders or material will be paid at the 
standard rate and employees relieved from duty during the day (except 
by their own fault or request or on account of weather conditions) will 
receive not less than one-half day’s pay, and if working more than 
one-half day will be paid for a full day. 

11. Employees requested to report for duty shall not reerive less 
than two (2) hours’ pay, 

12, Transportation will be furnished or allowed all employees when 
required in the performance of their duties or when being transferred. 

13. Employees resigning or dismissed will not be furnished or 
allowed transportation, 


When sgervices of employees are dispensed with on account of 
completion of work, transportation will be furnished or allowed to cither 
Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge or any intermediate point on a Reilway 
nearest to where employee was engaged. 

14. City gangs working beyond the 5c car limit shall report for work 
at car line limit at 8 a.m. and 5 p.m. 

15, Employees dismissed while in the field shall be paid in full for 
all time due them. 

16. The actual expenses of board and lodging will be allowed 
Inspector, Switchboardmen and Installers when pursuing their duties 
away from Headquarters. 

17, Cablemen will be allowed actual expenses up to and including 
ten working days when working away from Headquarters. 

18. The actual expenses of board and lodging will be allowed 
Exchange, Rural and Long Distance line employees while en route by 
train to another point of work. 

19. The actual expenses of board and lodging will be allowed 
other employees when away from their Headquarters upon a temporary 
job. Ten working days shall be considered a temporary job; more than 
ten working days will be considered a permanent job, for which no board 
or lodging expenses will be allowed. 

20, Headquarters will be the place where employees are actually 
assigned for duty, the place from which they receive orders or to which 
they report. 

21. While it is presumed that those in charge of employees to 
obtain economical results will assign them to the work for which they 
have trained there is nothing in these regulations which means that 
employees shall do only the class of work for which they are being 
employed, nor that certain classes of work shall be performed by only 
certain classes of men; should, however, an employee be assigned to 
work which pays a higher rate than that for which he is employed, he 
will be paid the schedule rate for such work while engaged upon it. 

22. Employees will be paid semi-monthly. Wage cheques will be 
issued and forwarded as promptly as possible upon receipt of payroll. 

23, All drawing in of underground cable and laying of conduit will 
be in charge of a practical man. 

24. All switchboard installations and moves shall be handled by 
a practical man. 

25, FOREMAN, An employee having charge of more than Three 
(3) Linemen, or more than Twelve (12) Laborers. 

26. SUB-FOREMAN. An employee having charge of Three (3) or 
Jess than Three Linemen, or less than Twelve (12) Laborers. 

27. Foremen shall be paid on a monthly basis and no extra pay 
will be allowed for overtime worked—no reduction in salary will be 
made for an enforced loss of time, for which the Department is responsi- 


ble, exeept in case of dismissal. 

28. On Class A-B-C lines framing and aplicing of Poles shall be 
dane by a practical man, who shall be rated as a lineman, and pole 
setting gangs shall be under the supervision of a Lineman. 

29. Sufficient money shall be advanced to cover employees’ ecx- 
penses when necessary. A married man being moved by the Department 
from one headquarters to another shall receive transportation for himself 
and household effects. 

30. These regulations apply only to employees designated in 
Article 31,

© financial condition of the country 
large, whether the people of this 
untry are in a position to carry the 
rdens that are now being imposed 
them.

from our people, and, as I have said, 
this enormous amount of revenue is 
mado possible by the present abnor- 
mal conditions. The war has enhanced 
the price of our products, and has 
caused the establishment within our 
borders of tremendous industries en- 
gaged in the manufacture of muni- 
tions. These industries have given 
high wages to a number of our people, 
and thus have made possible the rals- 
ing of this large amount of revenue. 
But if our basic industries of agricul- 
ture, mining, lumbering and fishing 
are not expanding, or If, as a matter 
of fact, their expaneion is being re- 
stricted and they are being dwarfed 
by reason of the method of financing 
our country, then it is our business to 
draw attention to that fact and to at- 
tempt to secure as far,aa possible a 
change that will tend to permit, if not 
to encourage, the development of 
those basic industries upon which we 
must depend for our national revenues 
and for our standing as a state when 
the war is over, It is to that point I 
desire to direct the attention of the 
House and of the Minister of Finance. 


An Il-Adjusted Burden 


We must levy an enormous burden 
of taxation in order to meet in any 
reasonable measure our present re- 
quirements, In comparing the system 
of taxation in Canada with the systein 
in Great Britain, I find that in Great 
Britain, which shows an equally en- 
ormoug increase in national revenuo 
Curing the past year, 60 per cent. of 
the total revenue of the United King- 
dom wag derived from the taxation 
of excess profits and the taxation of 
income and property, and only 22 per 
cent. of the total was derived from 
customs and excise, in Canada we 
have raised 6% per cent. of our total 
revenue from taxation of excess prof- 
its. We have taken not a cent from 
income or property, and we have tak- 
en 69 per cent. from customs and 
excise, I therefore arrivo at this con- 
clusion. If we are to judge by the 
experience of Great Britain we are not 
levying our taxation to the best ad- 
vantage. We are taking too much of 
our taxation from customs and not 
enough from wealth and excess profits, 
I conclude that Great Brtain is able to 
do as she jis doing, as she haa done 
and as she will do in the future, very 
largely becauso of hor system of get- 
ting the bulk of her taxation from 
wealth and profits incidental to the 
war, and not from the poorer people; 
whereas in Canada, 69 per cent. of our 
$232,000,000 coineg from customs and 
excise, and 6% per cent. from excess 
profits. I am told that we have had 
$1,500,000,000 worth of war orders in 
Canada since the war began. Woe must 
allow also for the enhancement of the 
value of our products. If out of this 
enormous increase of wealth-produc- 
tion in our country Wwe are able to 
derive only 6% per cent, of our total 
burden of taxation, I am compelled 
to say that the burden of taxation in 
Canadas is absolutely inequitably dis- 
tributed; and that it is in large meas- 
ure because of that inequitable dis- 
tribution of tha burden of taxation 
that we find that lack of development 
of our basic industries of which 1 
speak. If we do not develop these 
basic industries during the war, I 
tremble to think what the financial 
condition of Canada will be when the 
enormous war contracts are cut off 
and we are compelled to depend upon 
our ordinary trade, not only for our 
ordinary expenditure but for revenues 
to enable us to bear the enormous 
oxtra burdens that necessarily will rest 
upon our shoulders by reason of the 
war, 


Increased Taxation 


In 1914, the year when the war be- 
gan, we added to our previous burden 
of taxation special taxes amounting, 
as estimated by the Finance Minister, 
to $14,000,000. -These taxes Were 
levied in large measure upon the most 
Intimate necessities of life such as 
sugar and coffee, so that the burden 
of that taxation rested, in much the 
largest proportion, upon the shoulders 
of the poorer people. In 1915, the 
Finance Minister estimated that the 
increased taxation imposed by him in 
that year would yield $35,000,000. 
Part of it was in the form of direct 
taxes, and part in the form of a level 
Increase of seven and one-half per 
cent. in customs duties. This latter 
really meant an increase of one-quar- 
ter in the tariff burden that had been 
carried by the people of Canada up to 
that time, This burden was not ad- 
justed to circumstances, or to the 
different classes of people who had to 
Pay it, but was a level increase of one- 
quarter in all customs duties. ‘This 
increased the burden upon the com- 
mon people, those of less means and 
greater requirements, in immensely 
larger proportion than upon the people 
of larger wealth and less proportion- 
ato requirements, During the past 
year, the burden of taxation wag tn- 
creased by an amount which the min- 
ister has estimated at $12,500,000, 
Chis was in the form of a tax imposed 
upon excess profits. It is not in the 
same class with the seven and one- 
half per cent, tariff inerease or the 
special tax on necessaries levied in 
1914, It can only be considered, how- 
ever, as an addition to the general 
burden of taxation, It hag not the 
special demerits of these other taxes 
of which I speak. On the whole, we 
find that in the three years the Fi- 
nance Minister has increased the tax 
burden upon the people of Canada, 
according to his own estimate, to the 
amount of about $60,000,000. Strange 
to say, that is almost the exact 
amount which he estimates he will be 
able to pay for war expenditures out 
of the revenues of this year, 

High Cost of Living 

Now, i? this $60,000,000 of extra 
taxation were the only additional bur- 
den that the people of Canada had to 
carry, they are wealthy enough, they 
are industrious enough, to be able to 
carry it without very great hardship 
-~although I still maintain that, owing 
to the inequality of its imposition it is! 
made unduly and unnecessarily heavy 
to be borne. In looking over the La- 
bour Gazette, published by the Depart- 
ment of Labour, I find estimates of the 
cost of the weekly food supply for a 
family of five at different times, The 
estimate has increased from $6.95 in 
1910, to $10.45 in 1917-—in round 
numbers an increase from $7.00 to 
$10.50, that is $3.50, or fifty per cent. 
If there are a million and a half ot 
families in the Dominion of Canada, 
this increase would mean that besides 
the $60,000,000 of additional taxation 
that the Government is levying upon 
the Dominion of Canada, the people 
fre bearing an additional burden of 
$275,000,000 in the increased cost of 
living ag compared with 1910, 

Mr. Burnham-—-Is that money going 
out of the country? 

Mr, Oliver—No, 

Mr. Burnham-—-How then can the 
people be bearing an additional bur- 
den? 


Mr Oliver—Because they are, that

Mr, Burnham-—It is only changed

the money ara not complaining, but 
the people who are paying it, and 
there are more people paying it than 
wetting it For instance, the Davies 
Packing Company have $2,800,000 
worth of food products in their storage 
ond the peopie who buy it have to pay 


for it. But the Davies people are not 
complaining. 
Mr, Burnham 1 understand the 


hon. gentleman to speak of the people 
as a whole, 

Mr. Oliver—I am speaking of the 
people in the large majority. The 
statement of the Minister of Finance 
on increased taxation, and the etate- 
ment of the Department of Labour on 
the high cost of living, indicate that 
the people of Canada are paying ape 
proximately $830,000,000 a year more 
than they were paying in 1910. I do 
not consider it remarkable, under 
these circumstances, that there ta not 
& satisfactory development of the 
basic industries pf the Dominion, I 
call the attention of the Minister of 
Finance to these facts with a view to 
Suggesting to him that, instead of 
heaping up taxation without regard to 
its incidence, it is certainly for him,to 
study the conditions and adjust the 
burden of taxation so that it shall be 
{In accord with the ability of the people 
to bear it. 

Slackened Development 


Naturally, Mr. Speaker, being from 
Western Canada, the conditions as 
applied to that part of the country 
appeal to me more directly than the 
cunditions in other parts. May I be 
pardoned if I occupy a few minutes of 
the time of the House in dealing with 
conditions there particularly? What- 
ever may be said of the great natural 
resources of Canada, its minea, its tim- 
ber, its fisheries, or whatever else may 
be counted, it is admitted now that 
the great resource of Canada upon 
which the development and the great- 
ness of Canada as it ts to be must 
necessarily depend {ts to be found in 
the Pratrie West, In the thousand 
miles of fertility lying between the 
Red River and the Rocky Mountains, 
and in the development of that fertil- 
ity aml bringing tt into a state of pro- 
ductiveness, will Canada find her 
greatness. So, it is a matter of deep 
interest to every citizen of Canada, 
wherever he may live, to know wheth- 
er development is progressing in that 
part of the country or not and if it is 
not, why, and what can or may be 
done to improve or increase that de- 
velopment. The facts, shortly. are that 
in’ the Prairie West, in 1910, accord. 


ing to the Census and Statistics 
Monthly, there were practically 13,- 
000,000 acres of land under cultiva- 


tion, In 1911 there were 16,600,000 
acres of land under cultivation, an 
increase of 3,500,000 acres as compar- 
ed with 1910. In the year 1912 there 
were 18,318,000 acres under cultiva- 
tion, an increase of 1,750,000 uc 
over 1911, and in 1913 the area under 
cultivation was 18,398,000 a , an 
increase of less than 100,000 acres over 
the previous year, In 1916 the area 
under cultivation was 19,910,000 or an 
inerease of 1,500,000 acres over 1912, 


a period of four years. We have an 
Increase of 3,600,000 from 1910 to 
1911, an increase of 1,750,000 acres 


from 1911 to 1912, and an Increase of 
1,600,000 from 1912 to 1916, To use 
a favorite expression of the Minister 
of Finance, the slackened devyelopinent 
In the Northwest synchronizes with 
the application of his financial policy 
to the affairs of this country, I am 
bound to conclude that there is a most 
intimate connection between the two 
circumstances, 
Seventy Millions Rake Off 

If I may be permitted to deal witha 
feature of this development that is not 
directly connected with the tariff but 
which is, 1 submit, most Intimately 
connected with the Budget, that is to 
say with the development and rev- 
enues of the country, I would like to 
mention this fact. We have heard eo 
great deal about the price of wheat 
that prevails at the present time and 
it ig largely understood that the farm- 
ers of the Prairie West are practically 
holding up the rest of the Dominion 
and the British Empire in the matter 
of foodstulfs, particularly wheat, The 
Prairie farmer is supposed to receive 
$8 a bushel and the price of flour in 
the Maritime provinces is, I think, $15 
a barrel as a result. Tho suggestion 
is that the Maritime province man is 
paying $3 a bushel to the Prairte 
farmers. As a matter of fact, tho 
wheat crop of last year, except a few 
million bushels, left the farmers’ 
hands at « maximum price, so I am 
credibly informed, of about $1.75 per 
bushel. That was the utmost he got 
and it ran down from that to possibly 
$1.20 or $1.20—a good price, a price 
that wag eatisfactory to tho farmer at 
the time, and he is certainly not com- 
plaining about it, Because of that 
price he is doing everything he can to 
extend his farming operations. ‘The 
price of $3 a bushel for wheat is the 
price that fixes the cost of a barre) of 
flour in the Maritime provinces and 
the farmers did not get the difference 
between the $1.75 and the $8. That 
was tho result of market manipulation, 
As a result of market manipuiation on 
the officially estimated amount of 70,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat of last year's 
crop in dealers’ hands, not in farmers’ 
hands, and acquired by the dealers at 
a maximum of $1.75 a bushel, some- 
body pays a bonus to somebody ot 
$70,000,000 and over, and the Maritime 
province man who has to pay $l5 a 
barrel for his flour is helping to pay 
that $70,000,000, 

Mr, Thoburn—Are the consumers 
fn the Maritime Provinces paying more 
for a barrel of flour than they are 
paying for a barrel of flour in any 
other country in the world? 

Mr, Oliver—I could not tell my hon, 
friend anything about that; I can only 
tell him that the farmer got $1.75 for 
his wheat, that the man who bought it 
was selling it at $3 and over, and that 
It was the selling price of wheat that 
fixed the price of flour. 

Mr, Currie—-Will the hon. gentle- 
man tell the House the amount of 
grain in the hands of farmers on the 
first of May, when the $3 price ob- 
tained? 

Mr. Oliver--No, I 
anybody else 

Mr, Currie—-1I notice that hon, gen- 
tlemen from the West are always cla- 
mouring for cars to move out the 
grain and claiming that the farmers 
in the West have not been able to get 
their grain out 

Mr. Oliver—Nobody can tell how 
much grain there was in the farmers’ 
hands at that time, There may have 
beén much or little, but we know what 
was in the dealers’ hands and we 
know how much that grain apprecl- 
ated in value. And we know that 
that appreciation is what fixes the 
price of flour, and that the farmer 
does not get it, If I am within the 
rules I wish to carry this matter a 
Uttle further, and perhaps my re- 
marks may be slightly aside from the 
Budget discussion; but when §70,- 
000,000 are in question and when the 
people of Canada are paying their 
share of that $70,000,000, they are 
entitled in this House of Commons to 
any information that they can get on 
the subject, It is an abnormal condl- 


cannot, nor can 


on, it is a trenfendous addition to grain manipulators 
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tho burdens carried by the people of 
the country, and they are entitled to 
know something about how'lt occurs 
that such burdens are being carried, 
To follow the suggestion of my hon, 
triend from Peterborough (Mr, Burn. 
ham), if the farmer got the $3 and 
the Maritime man paid the price for 
this flour, the money would be in tho 
country Just the same; but When the 
farmer does not get ft and the Mart- 
time man poys the price for the flour, 
then the farmers, at any Fate, are in- 
terested in knowing who gete it and 
how it happens. 


Mr. Burnham-—Is it not a fact that 
on analysis of the statistics of the Un- 
Ited States Congressional ®@enrd that 
was appointed for investigating these 
very things, also of the Minnesota 
Board and the New York Board, and 
of the Fruit Associations of Georgia, 
Alabama, Tennessee, Florida, Call- 
fornia and Oregon, also of the Wheat 
Boards of Kaneaa and the Northwest, 
it has been ascertained that the far- 
mer, allowing for the steadiest pos- 
sible conduct of the trade in agri- 
cultural products, receives only from 
67 per cent. to 61 per cent. of the fin- 
al price of the grain after it hes been 
manufactured. 

Mr. Speaker—T regret very much to 
have to intervene, but the rule is that 
the discussion should be relevant to 
the resolution, especially on the «ec. 
ond reading, and L would ask the hon, 
member to bring his remarks to a 
close as conveniently as possible. 


Mr, Oliver—I should think that 
very probably my hon. friend ts cor- 
rect. While IT made my apology, I 
would ask your consideration, Mr, 
Speaker, because in the conclusion of 
my argument Tf want to assure you 
that the point T desire to make has the 
most direct possible bearing upon the 
condition of the revenue of this coun- 
try, present and future, if that would 


bring me within the rules of the 
House. 

Mr. Speaker—-If the hon. member 
directs his remarks so as to make 


them relevant to the question, he is 
hin order, 

Mr. Oliver—I wish to assure you, 
Mr. Speaker, that.on the conclusion of 
my argument it will be found that I 
am absolutely speaking to the point; 
though it may seem that in laying the 
foundation of my remarks I am some- 
what aside from the question, It t# 
obvious that, if the consumers of 
Canada are paying an abnormal price 
for the first necessity of life, and the 
producers of that necessity of life in 
Canada are not receiving that price, 
an undue advantage is taken of the 
consumer on the one hand and of the 
producer on the other, and that the 
burden militates against the ability 
of both producer ond consumer to 
carry on the ordinary affairs of life. 

Transportation and Manipulation, 

The question of grain prices In Wea- 
tern Canada depends largely upon 
transportation and manipulation, and 
when the exigencies of transportation 
car be turned to account by thosg 
whose business Is manipulation, as 
they are systematically turned to ae 
count, then all the people of this 
country, both producers and consum- 
ers, suffer, and the well-being and the 
welfare of the country, and the reve- 
nues of the country, suffer corres- 
pondingly, Last fall, in the province 
of Alberta, served by three compet- 
ing railroad lines, there was a grain 
embargo for a considerable perlod on 
all these lines, the Canadian Pacific, 
the Grand Trunk Pacific and the Ca- 
nedian Northern, ‘Chose who are fa- 
millar with the conditions will know 
that when a railroad is unable or un- 
Willing to transport the farmers’ grain 
to the market, the result is a deprecia. 
tion in the price of his grain That 
must be obvious And | am saying 
here in my place fn Parliament and 
en my responsibility os a member, 
that in the earlier part of the last 
market season, 1916, those three rafl- 
road companies refused to haul grain 
from points in Northern Alberta, I 
am not saying anything about the rest 
of the country, Iam speaking of what 
I know, And because they refused to 
haul that grain, the price of grain to 
tho farmer was seriously depreciated. 
From time to time during the markat 
season the newspapers have noted 
that one rallroad company or the oth- 
er, and frequently the three, had Plac- 
ed an embargo upon the transporta- 
tion of grain to Fort William or to 
Minneapolis, They were willing to 
take the grain of Alberta to the stor- 
age elevators in Calgary or Moose Jaw 
or Saskatoon, but they had Placed an 


embargo upon the transportation of 
grain to Fort Willam or Minne- 
apotlts, 


Common Carriers Law Defied. 


1 wish to draw the attention of the 
Minister of Finance, the Mintster of 
Iailways, and the Government of 
this country to the fact that, so far as 
T know, last season was the first sea- 
son in the Dominion of Canada, or in 
the British Mmpire, when railways 
simply set the common carriers law 
of Britain at defiance, to the detri- 
ment of the farmers of the West in 
the price that they received for their 
produce, In the season of 1915 there 
was a very largo production, and it 
was not possible for the railroad com- 
panies to earry that grain forward as 
it would be desired. They therefore 
placed embargoes, so-called, upon the 
carriage of grain. But these embar- 
goes were of necessity. The embargo 
of last year, on the other hand, was 
not an embargo of necessitv: it was 
on embargo of defiance of the rights 
of the people of Cantiias a defiance 
with the authorization, believe the 
active authorization, and knowledge 
of this Government, By no other 
means could it have been effected, 


Purposo of ‘Transcontinental, 


We have in Canada three transcon- 
tinental railroads——that is, if the Gov- 
ernment has not already torn up the 
rails of one or two of them, The 
Transcontinental Railway waa built 
for the sole purpose of providing an 
all-year-round market for the grain 
of the western farmer by giving him 


an all-rail haul to an open ocean 
port ali the year round, The grain, 
then, would not be held back in in- 


terlor elevators under the control of 
professional manipulators, thus de- 
pressing the price to the farmer and 
making possible an increase of the 
price to the consumer, 


Use Made of Interior Storage 


Elevators, 
The interfor storage elevators § at 
Moose Jaw, Calgary and Saskatoon 


were used last winter for the express 
and sole purpose of enabling the ma- 
nipulation of grain prices 

Sir Thomas White—Were held by 
whom? Who were the manipulators? 
I do not follow my hon, friend, 

Mr. Oliver-—Those who manipulat- 
ed the grain prices were able to hold 
quantities of grain in the interior ¢ 
vators, thus keeping down the price 
to the farmer, while holding the grain 
ngainst the eastern buyer, I repeat 
that that was the only purpose that 
these elevators were us#d for last 
winter. There was no shortage of 
rolling stock for the carrying forward 
of that grain as it should have been 
earried forward, No condition war- 
ranted the. refusal of the railroad 
companies to carry the farmer's graiu 
to any point that he wanted {t car- 
ried to, It is the first time in Can- 
ada's history that a railroad company 
has dared to take that position, Cer- 
tainly no railroad company ever dar- 
ed to do it under the administration 
of the preceding Government 


Sir Thomas White--Did the Rail- 
way Commission not order the rail- 
waya to take the action which they 


did take’? I do not follow 
friend's argument, 

Mr, Oliver——The Railway Commis- 
sion must have consented to it, 

sir Thomas White-—Does my hon, 
friend seriously suggest that the mom. 
bers of the Railway Commission were 
engaged in a conspiracy with the 
to prevent the

Mr. Oliver—T am not making accu- 
sation against anybody; lL amemaking 
o statenient of facts. The Railway

Mr. Currie—Now could they take it 
out of the farmers’ hands? They had

Mr, Oliver——Because this good Gov- 
ernment built convenient storage ele- 
vuatora In whieh they could hold the 
arain at their conventence, It was 
said that this grain was not carried to 
Fort Willfam because there was no 
storage capacity at that place. The 
returns of the Department of Trade 
and Commerce, however, show that 
the number of buehels of grain tm 
storage at Fort Willlam tn October 
was 9,000,000; In November, 14,000,- 
000; in December, 12,000,000; in 
January, 21,000,000, and in March, 
28,000,000, whereas the capacity of 
the elevators is 41,000,000 bushels, 

Mr. Currie—-Is it not a fact that the 
hulk of the storage at Fort William 
is owned and held by the Grain Grow- 
ers’ Grain Company? Why did they 
not give accommodation to the far- 
mers? Why did they not ask the ‘ar- 
mera to bring the grain there for 
storage? 

Mr. Oliver—T know nothing about 
the Grain Growers’ Grain Company; 
I do not know why they did not do as 
my hon. friend suggests, IT am telling 
the House what happened to the fae- 
mer, and how tt happened 


Mr. Currie-——Why did the Geain 
Jrowers’ Company not help them 
out? 

Mr, Oliver—The farmers of the 


West expect the Government to exer- 
cise in their behalf the authority 
which they possess, T am drawing 
the attention of the Government ti 
these facts, and the Government, 1 
am sorry to say, does not seem to be 
very sympathetic or receptive.

The Right to Ship. 


Mr. Oliver—If I want to ship my 
grain to Port William IT have a right 
to ship it there, When the railway 
company says to me: we have put an 
embargo on the shipment of grain 
to Fort William; we will take your 
grain to Saskatoon, but not to Fort 
-I say that that is trespass 
my rights. Further, that 
is committed in somebody

ous burden laid upon the people by 
reason of the appreciation of §$70,- 
000,000 in the price of grain. This 
Increase was made possible because 
of the holding back of the grain. 
There was no reason why the grain 
should not have gone forward, be- 


cause ample facilities existed for that 
purpose. This country has put hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars into the 
construction of railroads for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the transporta- 
tion of grain. One of these railroads 
has for years been under the abso- 
lute and direct control of the Govern- 
ment. Held back, therefore, in the 
interior elevators or at Fort William, 
this grain was made the subject of 
manipulation against the interests of 
the farmers—and somebody gets £70,- 
090,000 to which he is not entitled, 
Certainly the farmer does not get it, 
Let Liverpool Price Govern. 

If the crop of the prairie West were 
carried forward from day to day to 
the Atlantic seaboard, as it can and 
should be carried forward, such stu- 
pendous manipulation of prices as 
took place last year and as has taken 
place in other years would not be pos- 
sible. All that the farmer has asked 
is that he get the Liverpool price. 
Under present conditions the man 
in Liverpool ought to get his wheat 
ut the price at which the Can- 
adijan farmer sella it, plus car- 
rying costs and charges. When we 
permit a condition under which $70,- 
000,000 is taken from the consumers, 
whether in Canada or in England, we 
are certainly not properly appreciat- 
Ine our responsibilities, The rail- 
roads have been built for the purpose 
of carrying the grain, but wo refuse 
to use them for that purpose. When 
such abuses ag this occur it is desir- 
able that the country should know 
who is responsible, 

If we find a lack of development, or 
a failure to develop, we must put the 
responsibility where it belongs; we 
must let it be known that it is because 
the money that was paid for that 
wheat did not go to the preducers of 
the wheat to enable them to expand 
production, to increase development, 
and to inerease the ordinary and re- 
gular revenues of this country, #0 
that instead of having stagnation we 
would, to that extent, have develop- 
ment amongst our own peoples, or 
our Allies and = friends in England 
would get their grain at a lower price. 
We Must Develop or Wo Can't Pay, 

The question of railway transporta- 
tion is of enormous importance; it is 
as important as the tariff question; 
but the tariff question is the one that 
is most intimately associated with the 
resolutions before the House, and I 
desire to move an amendment to those 
resolutions having relation to tariff 
matters, believing that the time has 
come when it must be apparent to 
every man, no matter on what side of 
the House he sits, or what particular 
faith he professes, that we are in this 
country pursuing a fiscal policy that 
is absolutely to the detriment of the 
country, and that Is Hable to lead to 
the financial ruin of the country when 
the present abnormal conditions give 
place to those of ordinary life We 
shall find ourselves then with the tax- 
paying power that we had before the 
war of $120,000,000 to meet interest 
charges on a total debt of $1,000,000,- 


000, That js an impossible situation, 
and there must be some other re- 
course; we must devise some other 


means of increasing our development 
in order that we may increase our re- 
Venue, and we are not inereusing our 
development under the fisval policy 
that the Minister of Finance has im- 
posed upon this country in the past 
five years. I Believe we cannot ex- 
pect to lnereage our development un- 
der that poliey and the time has come 
to change that policy, to give our pol- 
joy another direction that will light- 
én the burden of taxation upon our 
people and that will increase our op- 
portunities for the development of 
the country, as the only means where- 
by we shall ever be able to carry the 
enormous burdens that are being laid 
upon ue, 
Extravagant Expenditures, 

T will say just another word tn re- 
gard to'this matter, Having in view 
the enormous obligations that we 
must necessarily take upon ourselves 
in connection with the war, I must 
point out that the Government have 
not taken cognizance as they should 
of that fact in cutting down the ord- 


inary expenses of the country. What 
is the answer when the Government 
is criticised for expenditure? Why, 


they say: We are spending only a lite 
tle moro or a little less than we did 


Was it not better for 
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last year; we are spending only a lit- 
tle more than we did a few yeare 
ago. When this country is going be- 
hind at the rate of half a billion dol- 
lars per year for war purposes, is it 
atime to make comparison with 
what we did in time of peace? Is it 
not a time to enter upon a policy of 
economy in regard to ordinary ex- 
penditures such as was never thought 
of in time of peace? This Govern- 
ment do not seem to know that a war 
is on or that war conditions have to 
be met. So long as they can borrow 
money, they are satisfied to spend In 
any way that Is convenient to them. 
The expenditure of Canada avas about 
$120,000,000 in 1911, when there was 
no war, and when the country was 
enjoying a very high measure of pros- 
perity, In this past year we have 
spent, if I understand the minister 
correctly, in the neighborhood = of 
$150,000,000 on current and capital 
expenditure exclusive of pensions, in- 
terest on war debt, and war expendl- 
tures, that js, we havo spent nearly 
$20,000,000 more on ordinary ac- 
counts than we spent in the year 1911. 
When we spend more in a year when 
we are facing a war debt of over $1,- 
000,000 000 than we spent in a year 
when we were enjoying the highest 
prosperity and when a wer was abso- 
lutely unthought of, I eubmit that un. 
ddr those circumstances the Govern- 
ment are chargeable with absolute 
neglect of duty and lack of recognition 
of the terrible circumstances in which 
the country finds itself. While I urge 
upon them a policy of economy tn the 
matter of expenditure, I desire to 
place before the House certain sug- 
gestions in regard to a change of 
tariff policy that, may, and I hope, will 
meet the support of our friends on the 
other side. 
Readjusting the Burdens. 

I desire to move, seconded by Mr. 
Carvell: 

That all the words after the word 
“that be struck out and the follow- 
ing substituted therefor: 

“In the opinion of this House it 
would be in the public interest if the 
Customs Tariff Act were so amended 
as to provide: 

1. That wheat, wheat flour, and all 
other products of wheat be placed 
upon the free list 

2, That farm implements and ma- 
chinery, farm tractors, mining, flour 
and saw-mill machinery, and repairs 
for same, rough and partly dressed 
lumber, Uluminating, lubricating and 
fuel olis, cement and fertilizers be 
added to the free list. 

3. That staple foods and food pro- 
ducts (other than wheat flour), do- 
mestic animals and foods therefor, bo 
admitted into Canada free of duty 
when coming from and being the pro- 
duct of, any country admitting Ike 
Canadian articles into such country 
free of duty. 

4. That substantial reductions be 
mado in the general tariff on all art- 
icles imported into Canada, excepting 
luxuries, 

6. That the British Preference be 
increased to fifty per cent, of the gen. 
eral tariff.” 

Free Wheat—Cheap Bread 

In regard to the different items of 
this amendment, may I speak in re- 
gard to item No, 1? T am epeaking 
for myself as @ representative from 
the West, and in regard to {tem No. 1, 
the position that I would desire to see 
the House take in this; In tho Prairie 
West we are producing the great basic 
food product of the world, We are 
producers of that product for export, 
as well as for home consumption. In 
Kastern Canada there is no great 
production of wheat, but it is in Bas- 
tern Canada where the bulk of our 
population is situated, where there is 
the greatest amount of industrial em- 
ployment, and where the cost of food, 
and particularly of flour, the basic 
article of food, is the most important 
matter in the economy of the workers’ 
family. Those who think with me 
are prepared to see that basic pro- 
duct admitted into Canada free of 
duty without regard to the action of 
any other country; that is to eay, in 
order that our fellow citizens in Eas- 
tern Canada may have bread as cheap 
as we can give it to them, we aro 
willing to produce the wheat irrespec- 
tive of the duties imposed. against it 
by any other country, 

Mr. Burnham-—Does the hon, gen- 
tleman think that the free importa- 
tion of wheat would greatly lower 
the price of western wheat? 

Mr. Oliver—I do not know whether 
it would or not; I am not arguing 
that. I am merely stating the posi- 
tlon we take. 

Mr. Currie-—Do I understand that 
the hon. gentleman proposes to put 
coal on the free list too, It takes coal 
to make bread as well as flrur, 

Mr, Oliver—-It takes salt ead water 
and elbow grease, and a lot of other 
things too, One thing at a time, My 
hon, friend and I are moving this par- 
tieular item of the resolution on the 
principle that as this is our basic pro- 
duct, it is the basic nee as.ty of 
our fellow-cltizena in Hastern Can- 
ada. We desire to show good faith 
in our demands for a lower tariff by 
asking that this article be placed ab- 
lutely on the free list without re- 
gard to the duties levied upon it by 
any other country. 

Reciprocity Between East and Weet. 

Having taken that position, we 
than ask our friends of Eastern Can- 
ada to consider this: that in produc. 


i  —— 
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Ing wheat in competition with the 
whole world, which is our position, 
we must use machinery in a very largo 
degree; that without machinery we 
could not produce the wheat in quan- 
tity or ata price; that our wheat fields 
are situated in tho heart of the cone 
tinent; that our haul to the seaboard 
in longer than that of any other ex- 
port wheat producing area in the 
world; that we have tuat handicap to 
overcome. We must have machinery 
in order to produce in quantity, be- 
causo unless we produce in quantity 
We cannot produce at a competing 
price. So we ask our friends in the 
east to go so far with us as to give 
us these articles of basic necessity in 
the production of wheat free of duty 
and as cheaply as they can give them 
to us, 

Sir Thomas White—Why did = my 
hon. friend not place these articles on 
the free list when he was a member 
ef the late Government? 

Mr. Oliver-~I really fail to see what 
that has to do with the case. 

Sir Thomas White—I am merely 
asking a question. If my hon. friend 
dves not choose to answer, all right. 

Mr, Oliver—I am sorry to gay that 
i cannot answer it, I do not think it 
Nas auything whatever to do wita tie 
case, I may point out this, however: 
When the late Government was in 
oMce the production of the Prairie 
West was increasing at the rate of 
from 1,000,000 to 8,000,000 acres per 
year. Conditions were to that extent 
apparently satisfactory. Today, under 
present conditions, production jg not 
increasing, and I think it will appeal 
even to my hon, friend that under 
these circumstances, what might not 
have boen necessary six years ago 
might be very necessary today, as it 
certainly is. 

Trade For Trade in Staple Foods. 

Item No. 8 reads: 

‘That staple foods and food products 


fother than wheat flour), domestic

That is a simple statement of trade 
for trade, We believe that the prin- 
ciple is sound when applied especially 
to the basic necessities of life. We 
believe that both east and west in Can- 
ada stand to benefit by that proposal, 
and that no part of Canada stands to 


lose, 
Revise Tariff Downward 

We ask that substantial reductions 
be made in the general tariff on all 
articles imported into Canada except- 
ing luxuries, We are asking the min- 
ister to reveree his policy. His policy 
has been to pile taxes upon taxes, to 
put tariff increase upon tariff in- 
creases, to hamper trade and increase 
the burdens of the people. We have 
shown him that under his policy there 
has not been that development of our 
basic industry which the country 
needs and we ask him to change his 
polley, not because this is qur policy, 
but because it is in the interests of 
Canada that there shull be a change 
in policy. 

Increase British Preference 

Finally we ask that the British pref- 
erence bo increased to 60 per cent. of 
the general tariff. It may be quggested 
that tho British preference ts a jug- 
handled arrangement—that we give, 
but we get nothing. I maintain that 
we do get, and we get for everything 
we give. I read just today that a oare- 
ful calculation of the effect of the 
British preference upon our imports 
shows that it has lightened the bus- 
den of taxation upon the Canadian 
people by over $5,000,000 in 1910, by 
ovor $8,000,000 in 19138, and I think 
by nearly $8,000,000 in 1914, 1 sub- 
mit that any feature of our tariff that 
lightens the burdens on our people to 
that extont is an advantage to us. The 
British preference is not something 
that we are only giving; it ‘se same- 
thing that we are taking for ourselves, 
I maintain that an increase of that 
preference to 60 per cent. would be a 
still further benefit to ourselves. And 
if it should be a benefit in any degree 
to the people or the industries of the 
United Kingdom, are we here to ob- 
ject to that? When we get our share 
of the benefit, surely wo are willing 
that they should have theirs,
